OBITUARY. 


PROF. ROBLEY DUNGLISON. 


Professor Robley Dungiisov, M. D, 
whose death, on April lst, has been an- 
pounced, was bora in Keswich, Kug- 
jand, in1798. After graduating, he com. 
menced the practice of medicine in Lon- 
jou, in 1819, but in 1824 emigrated to the 
United States, at the solicitation of ex- 
President Jefferson, and filled the chair 
of Institutes of Medicine in the Univers - 
ty of Va. In 1833, he became Prefesezor of 
Materia Medica in the University of 
Maryiand, and in 1839 Professor of the 
Institutes of Medicins and Medica! Ja- 
rispraudenes in the Jefferson Medical Col- 
leze of Pailade!iphia. Toe latter position 
he fiiied with great asceptence uatil very 
recently, when failing heaith compeiled 
hig resigaation. Asan author, Professor 
Duadgtison was very susvessfu!; his Hu- 
manu Paysiology, Dictionary of Madical 
S:ience, E'ement of Hygiene, Materia 
Medica, and New Rsmedies, have long

that they are very inaccurate iu 
their statements, aud are so man- 
ipulated as to creste an  impres. 


sion that the government is conducting 
the war on the most humane prirciples, 
and that the revolution is fast coming to 
anend. The fact is,8that thé patriotic 
people of this isiand are sutj:cted toa 
reiga of terror. The slightest suspicion 
against any pereoa, high or low, is suffi- 
cient toinduce the bioodthirsty Span- 
iarde to either kill him or place him in 
some dungeon, there to be §'reated to 
every indigaity, and perhaps 
shot, with hardly @ moment’s warping. 
* * * Betore I close my letter I must 
say something to you about a matterin 
which I know you must feel the deep-st 
interest. I mean the recognition «f Cu- 
ba by the Government of the United 
States. Tie impression here is general 
among the patriotic cias3ses that your 
new Presidext, Gen. Grant, favors giving 
us & recognition, at least as a belligerent 
power, or a3 an independent nation. Of 
course we would prefprthe latter, but 
would extend to the former a most grate- 
ful welcome. I think that Cuba is enti- 
tied to recognition by the United States, 
aud I believe thatit will not ba many 
days before she will receive it. 

There is one thing that the American 
people may rest assured of, and that ia, 
Cuba 4s going to gain her independence. 
Tae givrivus success may bs some time 
distant, but I will venture the prediction 
that before the close of the coming sum- 
mer the Spanish troops will bs driven 
from the island, and the independence 
of Cuba recorded in history. Viva Cuba 


Concentration of Troops in Texas, 


We have icformation from a highly 
respeciabie citizen of Corpus Christi, 
Texas, of a rumored movement on Mex. 
ico. Our informant says that he is con- 
vinced that a movement in that direc- 
tion will soon be made. Troops are 
being rapidly concentrated in ‘Texas, and 
it is thought they are béing sent there for 
the purpose of being in readiness for a 
movement on the “heroic land’’ of 
Mexieo. Additional barracks aud hos- 
pitala ara baing constructed at Browne- 
vilie. Fort Ringgoid, aud EF. Paso and 
Corpus Christi, it ig thougut, will ba the 
bas» of supplies. 

W bhether the above surmises are correct 
or not, it is true that troops are rapidly 
pouring iuto Texas, aud that additional 
barracks and hospitals are being con- 
structed at the points named,.— New Or- 
leans OUrescent.

OUNGRESSIONAL. 


W ASHINGTON, April 7. 
HOUSRK, 

The bill refonding the duties. on the be- 
quests to the Bardstown, Ky., Presbyte- 
rian church, was reported back adverse- 
ly. A'so the bill repealing the first sec- 
tion of the act amendatory to the Ju- 
diciary act of 1789. This piaces the law 
in its original position. 

A bill was passed renewing the grants 
of lands to Raiiroads in Alabama. 

Mr. Paine from the Committee on elec 
tions, reported a resolution authorizing 
the sub Committee to take testimony in 
Louisiana during the recess in reference 
to the elections in that State. He also 
made areport from the same Committee, 
that J. R. Rogers, would be entitled to 
hia seat as Representative from Tennes- 
see, as soon as Congress should enact a 
law for that purpose, and he also re- 
ported such a bill, which was ordered to 
be printed. 

The House then proceeded to the con- 
gare of the Indian Appropriation 

Mr. Dawes, Chairman of the Appro- 
priation Committee, moved as an amenid- 
ment, an additional section providing 
that nothing contained in the act’can be 
construed as ratifying or approving any 
Indian treaty made since July 20th, 1867, 
which was agreed to. The vote was then 
taken on the amendment placing $2 000 - 
000 at the disposal of the President to 
preserve peace with the Indjans, and it 
was agreed to; yeas 98, nays 33. Toe 
Democrats generally voted nay. ‘i'he 
action of the Committee of the Whole 
- the other amendments was concurred 
Mr. Iogersoil moved to suspend the 
rules, that he might report from the 
Committee on Roads and Canals, a bill 
for the creation of a Board of Eogineers 
on the erection of railroad bridges acroes 
the Ohio river, and prohibiting until 
further action by Congress the erection 
of bridges across the river of a span of 
kegs than four hundred feet over the 
main channel. The rules were not sus- 
pended y 71 to 53 —not two-thirds. 

Mr. Butier, of Mass., from the R con- 
stru. t on (omm ¢t se, reported a bill to 
enforee the i4:h amendment, and laws 
of the Uaited States, and to restore the 
State of Georgia to a Republican govern- 
ment, elected under its new Constitution. 
After some discussion by Butler, Beck 
Bingham, Eldridge and Wocd ward, ail 
except Butier claimed time for debate, 
and not strenucuely opposing it. -The 
previous question was moved by Butler, 
but was refused by sixty-one to sixty- 
seven. Butler then mads an argument, 
and Beck opposed the bili, arguing that 
Georgia was already completeiy ia the 
Union as a S:ate. 

The Georgia vill was temporarily laid 
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aside, and (ie Committee on appropria- 
tions reporteds bill appropriating $2,000,-

MORE BLOOD. 


Fatal Affray on the M. & C. R. R. 


A Conductor Killed by a Tav- 
ern Keeper.—No Arrests, 


Seareely a day passes that we do not 
have to chropicie some atrocious deed of 
blood. So used have cur people—and we 
do not confine the word to the people of 
Memphis or of Tennessee, or, indeed, to 
the Scuth, but we use it in ite broad 
sense—s» used have they become to deeds 
of violence, that unlees a murder or an 
affvay contains deiails of a peculiar! 
atrocious or cold-biocded character it 
makes no ‘‘sensation’’ whatever, and is 
look: d upon ss a matter of course. The 
readiness with which men rush to deadly 
weapons in every quarrel, and the trivial 
causes for which ii’e is taken, is abso- 
lutely appalling to every “— thinking 
man. No csuse seems too light to pro- 
voke murder. 

On Monday last, when the eastward 
bound passenger train on the Memphis 
and Charlestcn railroad stopped for din- 
ner at Courtland, the conductor, Mr. 
Thomas J. Oates, was accosted by the 
keeper of the tavern or meal house, a 
man named Purcel, who demanded of 
him four dollars, (be amount cf a bili 
owed him for board by a brakesman on 
Oates’ train, named Wells. Welle had 
been discharged and Purcel tried to col- 
lect the amount from Oates, alleging 
that Oates had made himself responsible 
for the bill. Mr. Oates denied haviog 
assumed avy such respepsibiiity, and 
hard words ensued, endiag in Purcel tell- 
ing Oates never to enter his piace again. 
Mr. Oates went or with his train, and 
thought bo mere of the matter. Yester- 
day morning he was conducting the 
westward bound train, which stops at 
Courtland for breakfast at half past sev- 
en o’clock. Supposing that the: maiter 
had blown over, and that Purcel bad for- 
gotten the quarrel as he had done, Oates, 
as soon as he hed arrauged some little 


| mattera about the train, started to the 


breakfast house, which is about a hun- 
dred yard:‘uorth ofthe track. Purcel was 
standing iu the front doorjas he approach- 
ed, aud when he got within ten or fifteen 
paces, without haiting him or giving him 
aby warning, fired at him. The shot, 
however, was badly aimed, and Oates 
drew his pistol and returned it, aleo miss- 
ing. Purecel then turned and ran up 
stairs, leaving Oates standing almost in 
the same pcsition where he fired the shot. 
As sv0n as he gotup there he threw open 
the window, and raising «a double-barrel- 
ed shot gus, fired aload of buckshot at 
O ites, literaliy riddling him, and killing 
him instantly. 

The affsir created intense excitement 
among the railroad employees and the 
passengers, but Purcel was a powerful 
man, aod well armed, and no attempt 
was made to arrest him. Oxstes’ body 
was put on the train and brought on to 
Hunisville, where bis family, consisting 
of a wife aud one child, resides. He is 
said by his fellow employees, and every 
one who koew h'm, to have been a Moat 
estimable and quiet man.
